Congres.s  was  abolished  in  Sept- 
ember of  1963  when  Wessin  over- 
threw Bosch,  but  it  has  been 
meeting  off  and  on  for  about  a 
week,  Fifteen  of  27  senators  and 
41  of  74  deputies  were  present  for 
the  election. 

SOME  REBELS  saw  a possi- 
bility that  the  United  States  and 
the  OAS  might  accept  Caamano 
as  a compromise  until  elections 
ire  held,  but  there  was  no  con- 
‘irmatlon  from  U.S.  or  OAS 

■sources. 

As  Caamano  was  sworn  in,  a 
commentator  explained  over  a 
loud  speaker  that  he  had  been 
elected  by  du^  process  of  law 
under  the  1963  constitution  to  re- 
place another  provincial  Pi'esi- 
dent,  Rafael  Molina  Urena.

ELDER  LEE  initiated  his  talk 
by  stating  he  thought  this  subject 
is  the  most  important  for  an  audi- 
ence of  the  type  to  which  he 
spoke. 

He  quoted  the  Master  in  cau- 
tioning his  audience  to  “take  heed 
that  no  man  deceive  you.” 

“THAT  IS  ONE  kind  of  deceit 
we  should  be  much  on  guai’d 
against.  And  another  was  given 
by  the  Apostle  Paul  when  he  said 
*let  no  man  deceive  himself,” 
Elder  Lee  told  his  listeners. 

“Man  has  never  discovei-ed  any- 
thing that  God  has  not  already 
known  . . . mans’  major  concern 
should  not  be  the  ground  from  the 


where  he  comes.  . - his  major 
thought  should  not  be  geology, 
but  theology,”  he  charged. 

THE  CHURt  H LEADER  com- 
mented that,  in  going  through  the 
scriptures,  the  great  stress  is  on 
the  way  people  of  each  dispensa- 
tion can  avoid  being  deceived  by 
others. 

“Keep  your  eye  fixed  upon  the 
prophet  of  your  dispensation  . . . 
the  Lord  does  nothing  save  he 
reveal  it  to  his  prophets,”  he 
stressed.

SEATO  Plans  Secret  Military  Move 
To  Back  II.S.  Determined  Drive

LONDON.  (AP)— Ministers  of 
the  Southeast  Asia  Treaty  Organ- 
ization (SEATO)  planned  secret 
military  moves  Tuesday  to  rein- 
force President  Johnson’s  deter- 
mination to  prevent  South  Viet 
Nam’s  engulfment  in  a Northern 
Communist  tide. 

IN  TWO  SESvSIONS  delegates 
of  the  eight-nation  alliance  ap- 
praised the  implications  of  the 
Red  threats  in  Southeast  Asia 
and  mapped  miltary  measures  to 
check  the  Communists’  thrusts. 

Five  nations — Britain.  Austra- 
lia, New  Zeeiland,  Thailand  and 
the  Philippines — pledged  support 
for  the  stand  the  U.S.  Administra- 
tion is  taking  in  defense  of  South 
Viet  Nam.  Among  the  steps  the 
SEATO  allies  intend  taking  are 
massive  combined  militaiy  power 
displays  and  closer  coordination 
of  their  forces  from  the  top  eche- 
lons downward. 

France  and  Pakistan  stayed 
aloof.  The  French  delegate,  Am- 
bassador Achille  Clarac,  kept  sil- 
ent as  a mark  of  his  disapproval 
of  American  policies.  And  Pakis- 
tani Foreign  Minister  Zulfiquar 
A.  Bhutto  spelled  out  anew  his 
■country’s  resolve  to  remain  neut- 
ral in  the  battle  for  Viet  Nam. 

THESE  DEVELOPMENTS 
around  the  conference  table  in 
Lancaster  House  came  as  Presi- 
dent Johnson  asked  Congress  in 
Washington  to  vote  an  extra  $700 
million  immediately  to  support 
U.S.  operatiems  in  Viet  Nam  and 


the  Dominican  Republic. 

“We  cannot,  we  will  not  and 
we  must  not  withdraw  and  be  de- 
feated,” proclaimed  the  President. 

His  mood  appeared  to  be  reflect- 
eif  in  the  speeches  of  most  of  the 
SEATO  ministers. 

Undersecretary  of  State  George 


W.  Ball,  deputizing  for  Dean 
Rusk,  had  come  with  orders  to 
press  for  tighter  military  coopera, 
tion  and  aid  among  the  SEATO 
allies.  Ball  lunched  with  Bhutto 
in  an  evident  attempt  to  swing 
Pakistan  back  into  line  with  U.S. 
policy.
